Drrox, III., June 1.—This pretty little town, 
half lost among the trees, and with surroundings 
that might beit an Acadia, is ali ef a ferment over 
atrial tor murder.

Samuel H. MeGhee, fudicted for the murder of his 
wife, and, should the facts attending tlie crime be 
proved to be as claimed by the prosecution, the 
case will not be without striking melodramatic 
tvatures. . : 
ABOUT A YEAR AGO 
the congregation of the Christian Church at 
town aboat fifteen miles 
from Dixon, and containing some 1,200 in- 
habitants, listened to the test“ sermons— 
that is, sermons delivered as a sample of wat he 
could preach—delivered by MoGhee. He was a 
natty little man, scrapalously neat, and more than 
a trifle dandyish in his attire, had a smooth voice, 
aid not advance any dangerous heresies, and, all in 
all, made a favorable impression, 
ESPECIALLY UPON THE FEMALE PORTION 
THE CONGREGATION. 
The result was that he received a call, and short- 
ly removed from Huntington, Ind., to Ashton, and 
entered upon the ministry at the Christian Church. 
McGhee, who is somewhere about 40 years of age, — 
he looks younger,—was accompanied by his wife 
and a daughter about 16 years of age. The latter 
was introduced in the neighborhood as Mrs, Jenny 
Morris. She had an infant child, and her husband, 
never seen at Ashton, was understood to be some- 


where East. 
During the few days of his stay at Ashton, while 
doing the test preaching, McGhee stopped at 
the houseof a well-to-do farmer named Paddock,

a fresh, handsome girl of about 18, and a member 
of the church, it was observed, seemed deeply im- 
pressed with the new minister, with his little cler- 
ica) dandyisms, and more dangerous clerical senti- 
mentalism. And McGhee, it was noted, seemed 
especially impressed with the farmer's handsome 
daughter. When, soon after, McGhee returned to 
Ashton, there sprang up

firet magnitade. The girl, everybody in the con- 
gregation could see, was madly in love 
with the minister. And the minister, with 
his pastoral prerogatiyes and privileges used to 
that end, was making love to Rilla in 
ma Way that the old folks all said must sooner or 
later lead to mischief.

The third week she an to 
convalesé. ut on the evening of Feb. 26 the 
spasms recurred with unusual violence. MeGhee 
at the time was at church 
CONDUCTING REVIVAL SERVIC 
hie forte seemed to be as a revivalist. 1 was sent 
for. as also was the Doctor. The latter compounded 
a simple „I —enlomel and hismuth, — 
which he divided into four doses, administering 
ove himself end leaving directions that one of the 
—— should be given every two hours. Two 
urs passed, and a neighbor—a woman who bad 
come in to sit up with Mrs. McGhee—gave the 
second powder. patient, though euffering 
extreme pein, complained of the bitter taste of the 
powder. Another two hours passed. The third 
powder was given her. Why, this is like the 
one the Doctor gave, said Mrs. McGhee, as she 
swallowed it. he exclamation leads to the infer- 
ence that 
THE POOR WOMAN HALF-SUSPECTED 
dealt with. Another couple 
of hoars passed. he last of the four powders was 
given ner by another of the neighber women, who 
was attending her, and:Mrs. McGhee, with her 
worst suspicions eviderftly returning, said. That 
is like the second. A few hours after she expired 
in great agony, her symptons being those of poi- 
soning by strychnine. 
‘THE TALK HAD NOW MAGNIFIED 
to euch preportions that people no longer spoke in 
whispers about it. The charge was at once made 
that McGhee had puisened his wife in order that he 
might marry Rilla Paddock. This in some modi- 
fied form even invaded McGhee’s own house while 
he stood there before the hfeless remains of his 
wife, and he responded something to the effect 
that the dead woman had not been without cause 
for jealousy. 
The matter could not now be hushed up. 
A POST-MORTEM EXAMINATION 
was had, and the contents of the stomach and the 
spoon with which the medicine had been adminis- 
tered were fofwarded to Prof. Haines, of Rush 
Meuical College, for examination and analysis. 
— 9 r — was at once discovered in the stomach, 
and adhering alza to the spoon from which the 
bitter medicine had been ministered to Mrs, 
McGhee. Then it was discovered that .McGhee, 
about s week before bie wife's Mlness commenced, 
HAD BOUGHT ARSENIC 
at the Town of Capron, Boone County, while hold- 
ing a protracted meeting there. All the symptoms 
of Mrs. McGhee's illness in the beginning were 
those of arsenic poison. Subsequently he pur- 
chased strychnine of a drugvist at Ashton. The 
theory is that au overdose of the arsenic was ad- 
ministered and the stomach rejected it. 
THEN STRYCHNINE WAS ADMINISTERED. 
McGhee was arrested and committed to jail. 
Then came another phase of the case that is at 
least striking. The daughter, Jenny Morris, was 
permitied to visit MeGhee in jail. After she had 
made him several visite he communicated to a 
friend, and so the story got out, that Jenny had 
made a written confession that she had poisoned 
her mother in revenge for the latter's finding fault 
with her (Jenny) keeping company with some 
young fellow. Jenny, who is a half-witted sort of 
creature, then told how, in hiscell, McGhee had 
written out the confession and wanted her to copy 
and sign it, saying to her that it — do no harm.

Cu JUSTIOR WAITE’s’ CHARGE TO THE JURY. 

CHan.estron, 8. C., June 1.—At the opening of 
the United States Court this morning, GhiefJus- 
‘tice Waite charged the jury in the Ellenton con- 
epiracy cause at some length, After explaining the 
nature of the charge contained in the the seferal 
counts, and the statute alleged to have been vio- 
hated, he said the controlling element in the offense 
charged in the fourth and fifth counts is the race or 
color of Bush. It is not enough that defendant 
may have conepired against him on account of po- 
liteal opfhions, or on account of the support or 
advocacy of an htical party, for that is nots 
crime of whick they are .. courts accused. 
In the second and third counts sach is in 
effect of tne charge, but in the fourth and 
fifth it is not. To eonvict under the latter counts 
it must appear that the object of the defendants in 
r ne yes to 3 bem 

is right and privilege of vo on account of bis 
rape color without regard to his Political belief 
or association. As it appears from the evidence 
that Bush was killed on the 18th of September last, 
it follows that you must find that the conspiracy 
against him, whatever may have been its charac- 
ter, was formed on or before that day. It has not 
been attempted on the part of the defense to con- 
tradict the evidence offered by the Government to 
prove t was 

A COLORED MAB, 

or that he was a citizen of the United States or @ 
lawfully qualified voter of Aiken County, or @ 
member of @ political party which on or about the 
15th of September last put Smalls in nomination 
for election for member of Congress for the Con- 
gressional District in which Aiken County is situ- 
ated. It is not probable, therefore, that you will 
have any difficulty in arriving at a conclusion upon 
these preliminary questions. 

The real controversy before you is as to the ex- 
istence of an alleged conspiracy. It is tothis point 
that the evidence to whieh you have been listening 
with so much attention for so many days has been 
principally directed, and here it is proper to say in 
the outset that defendants are not on trial 
for the killing of Bush or for any other of 
the numerous homicides that were committed 
during the disturbances which followed the alleged 
attack by two negroes upon Mrs. Hariey and her 
little eon, pear Silverton, on the morning of Fri- 
day, the 15th of September. The shocking details 
of these transactions, which have been given in 
evidence, are only to be considered by you with 
reference to their bearing upon tke existence of 

AN ALLEGED CONSPIRACY 

to prevent’ by force, intimidation, or threats, the 
support and advocacy by Bush of the election of 
Smalls, or to intimidate him on account of his race 
or color in the free exercise. of his ht to 
vote. However much you oy deprecate the acts 
which have been described by* witnesses, the 
punishment of those guilty of them has been com- 
mitted by law to other courts than this. The pow- 
er for that purpose exists in the Government of the 
State, and, under our political system, the courts 
of that Government can alone be resorted to for 
the trialand conviction of such offenders. But 
the acta themselves are proper subjects for your 
consideration, so far as they legitimately tend to 
prove the crime charged in this indictment, and 
which has been made an offense against the laws of 
the United States. It is not for you to consider 
whether these laws are wise or unwise. That was 
the duty of Congress when it passed them, and, 
having been passed, neither you nor the Court have 
at this time anything else to do but to see 
that they are properly enforeed. Their object is to 
protect citizens of the United States in the lawful 
enjoyment of the rights which have been secured 
to them by the Constitution and the laws of the 
United States, and while in this case they have 
been resorted to on account of alleged violation by 
white men f othe privileges of colored men, they 
are 


EQUALLY OPEN TO WHITES 
against blacks, should occasion ever require. So 
far from arraying race against race, their object is 
to prevent such a calamity. Neither are you to 
inquire at whose instance the indictment has been 
found or trial had. Equally animportant is 
it to you or to us whether the State or 
ite officers have been unable or unwilling 
to punish the offences against its own laws, or to 
bring to judgment in its own courts the violators 
of its own peace. It is enough for us that the 
Government of the United States has seen fit, 
through its own appropriate department, to bring 
thie case here for judicial investigation. 

On the part of defendants, it is claimed that at 
the commencement of the unfortunate occurrences, 
which are in evidence, they were actingas officers 
of the law for the arrest and punishment of two 
negroes who made the attack upon Mrs. Harley, 
and afterwards for the 1 — of a riot which 
arose out of an attempt by colored people in that 
vicinity to resist them in the performance of 
their duties. It is claimed on the part 
of the Government that the process of the law was 
used only as a pretext, and that the real purpose of 
the parties was to carry into effect a conspiracy 
which had already been formed by them, or some 
of them, against Bush. This is the precise ques- 
tion which you are called upon to determine, and 
you-are compelled to determine it upon 

CIRCUMSTANTIAL BVIDENCE ALONG. 

That kind of evidence, if full and complete, is 
as convincing as that which is called direct; but to 
warrant conviction upon such evidence alone the 
circumstances proven must not ouly be consistent 
with the sheory of the guilt of defendants, but they 
must be entirely consistent with any other 
rational conclusion. To convict under this indict- 
ment it is got necessary to find that the conspiracy 
charged was formed against Bush alone. It is suf - 
ficient if it is made to appear to your satisfaction 
that he was incladed among the persons conspired 
against. Neither is it necessary thathe should 
have been mentioned by name in the agreement or 
mutual understanding of the conspirators. It is 
sufficient if you find that the conspiracy was form- 
ed againet a class which included him, and 
that in the execution of # cothmon 
purpose it was actually carried into effect 
against him. Each member of a conspiracy is 
responsible personally for the acts of every mem- 
ber thereof, done in the furtherance of its illegal 

urposes, whether he be himself present or not. 

t follows that the acts and declarations of one of 
the conspirators, while actually e dip giving 
effect to acommon purpose, may be given in evi- 
Gence against his conspirators having a common 
purpose. The acts and declarations of one, while 
carrying that es into effect, are the acts and 
declarations of all, but isolated acts of violence by 


spiracy cannot be used against others, unless it 
appears that they were done in furtherance of a 
commop purpose. 
ALL ARE BOUND BY THEM 
if they resulted from the original uniawful agree- 
ment between the parties to accomplish by their 
concerted action the propched result. All who 
were present when the acts of violence which are 
relied upon as evidence of the conspiracy in this 
case were committed may not have been con- 
spirators. It is n that some may have sup- 
posed that the whole object of the assemblage was 
to suppress a riot and preserve the peace, Others, 
who were in fact the conspirators, may have taken 
advantage of the occasion to carry ‘heir unlawful 
pa into effect.

THE MORMONS TRYING TO KILL HI.

New York, June 1.—The Herald's Salt Lake

A bolder attempt pat assassination was made 
to-day. He says: ‘* While situng alone in my 
room, aknock came atthe door. It was opene 
bya man 2 774 resembling the one who ha 
fired the piste]. He held hig hat and 4 poner in 
his left hand, and while bowing rested his right 
hand on the bosom of hie coat, Which was closely 
buttoned. He asked my name, and — an- 
ewered, he then extended the paper, saying Here 
is an affidavit which interests you.’ He stood at a 
distance of sume four feet. Reach out with 
my right had to receive the paper which he offered 
with his left, he suddenly withdrew it. At the 
same time he advanced, and, pulling a short knife 
from his bosom, struck ‘me a heavy blow on the 
left breast, saying Take that, you s——of a 
b——.’

ARCHITECT GAY. 
I the Edttor af The Tribune. 

Cnicaco, June 1.—As lam the architect who 
drew the plans of the Rockford Court-House, I 
with to make the following statement: When 
public excitement runs high over a calamity such 
as happened at this building, it is almost useless to 
ask fot a calm and fair view, and the press to often 
increase the furore for the sake of the sensation. 
I asked the public once before to stay judgment on 
the disaster until an examination of the cause 
could be had. Such an examination has been held, 
and the Coroner's jury unjustly threw the blame 
on me. I wantto discuss the facts as briefly as 
possible, and explain the causes that led to this 
partisan verdict. I drew the plans fora certain 
sum, and was not employed to superintend at ali. 
A local Superintendent, Mr. Latham, and 
a Building Committee took charge of 
the actual work. I went to Rockford, 

len called, to estimate the amount of work exe- 
cuted, iu order that the contractor, Mr. Richard- 
eon, might draw his pay ptv rata. Except an ex- 
ceeding y short inspection from time to time, 
therefore, I never knew how the work was done, 
and could only judge from external appearance. 
Such a structure requires the daily attendance of a 
eupeftvising expert. Infinite detaile arise demand- 
ing care and judgment, and the contractor must be 
watched constantly to see that he does actually 
comply with tne slans and specifications. The only 
bia el pow attach to myself is that of allowing 
ives of workmen and my character as an arch- 
et to be intrusted to the the tender mercy of 
reons who, doubtless honest, might be, and, as 
actually proved in this case, were. entirely incom- 
petent to supervise and carry out my plans.

h one of these allegations is an absolute facet, 
and cannot be denied, and the shorthand report of 
the I shows it. Is it any wonder that it 
gave way 
If it bad been built right, would it have stood the 
strain? Every expert who testified before the Cor- 
oner’s jury swore that if the support had been well 
built, of full size and of good materials, it would 


have endured a great deal more. and this testimony 


also can be found in the shorthan i report, and any 
person interested can easily calculate how much a 
good brick wall nearly three feet thick, as 1 had 
provided, will bear. Mr. Boy ington has 
mentioned brick piers in Chicago carrying 
— many times in excess f that 

mposed on the Rockford piers. What I now 
— is simply incontrovertible, and, rejecting many 
unimportant matters, relieves me entirely from the 
blame in the minds of all fair men. 

Yet the Rockford verdict places most of the 
fault upon me, and a greatcry went up there and 
elsewhere to indict me for manslaughter. Whence 
does this manifest unfaffness arise? 1 will briefly 
explain that also: Mr. Richardson, the contractor, 
is an exceedingly able man, an active politician, 
and exerts influence all ever the country. He 
resides at Springfield, the political centre of the 
State, is the contractor for the Illinois State- 
House, Indiana State's Prison, etc., and his power 

d influence compared to mine area thousand to 

one. He wason the building at the time of the 
accident, aad displayed consummate coolness and 
self-possession then and thereafter. At Rock- 
ford he has & powerful part of friends 
relatives, and financial backers, who are interested 
in his success, and cannot let him fail. 
Within an hour or so after the casualty he had the 
Coroner's jury organized and everything possible 
done to shieid himself from the consequences, le- 
gal and financial. From the outset the papers not 
unnaturally made me the cause, and Tuk Cuicaco 
TRIBUNE in particular seemed open only to state- 
ments favorable to Richardson and prejudicial to 
me. Tus TRIBUNE even sneered at-a brief note I 
sent requesting a suspension of public opinion till 
examination. When the hearing before the jury 
began, I soon found I was prejudged, and that 
Richardson was all-powerful. 
the probable damages he would be relieved, but 
this, of course, implied crashing me, and nothing 
has been left undone to bring this about. The 
outside 9 on this jury wae simply terrible 
and the fair men on it. were unable to resist it. 4 
much more severe verdict was drawa up, which was 
modified to mild one ( sent to the public. 
Butterworth, Their chief spokesman, exhibited the 
oo artisan indecency, and actually insulted 

auer, Boyington, and others by asking if 

they were paid tocome out there to clear Gay. 
Again, it was said when testimony favorable to me 
was introduced, ‘‘ We want no more of this sort of 
testimony.

Weir almost unanimous conclu- 
sion that the walls and piers were sufficient if cor- 
rectly built, should have been conclasive with that 
jury, and is to-day outside of it, in the mina of 
every fair ang unprejadiced man. Yet the jury 
dis rding all the evidence, the eworn opinions 
of Méssrs. Boyington, Bauer, Willett, Cleveland, 
Bauman, Tapper, Gen. Smith, ‘Burling, and Wight. 
find me to blame. Messe. Wight and Burling were 
not examined beyond their report made with Gen. 
Smith, but in this report they state, That had the 
provisions of the plane and specifications been 
complied with, the margin that existe between 
safe-load and ultimate strength is such as to ren- 
der it probable that the failure wo21ld not have oc- 
curred. This is from the short-hand report. This 
is the most severe statement made against me by 
the experts, and made, too, at a time when the 
demand upon them was to most carefully decide 
amid the excitement of the inquiry into the cause 
of the disaster; and this is about all the outside 
testimony worthy of much attention, and it re- 
lieves me from blame.

wer. I have distortedand concealed nothing.

Tvscoua, III., Jane 1.—This. morning I have 
farmers’ predictions from thirty-six townships in 


| Douglas, Champaign, Moultrie, Macon. Shelby, 


Edgar, Coles, and Clark Counties, made up this 
week. 

On Wednesday a light rain fell in the northern 
townships of Shelby County, extended into Coles 
and Moultrie; on Thursday extended into Douglas. 
and to-day is traveling northeast tnto Edgar and 
Vermilion, In the district named the season has 
been on an average two weeks late. When the 
early rains let up, the farmers at once began plow- 
ing, and much of the land being too wet, heavy 
clods were turned out of the furrows. 
A hot son followed for one week, 
rendering the ground hard to work. 
However, {two-thirds of the seed is well in, and 
these rains will serve the double purpose of reduc- 
ing the clods and of starting the seed. It does not 
appear to be an electric storm,—only a gentle fil- 
tration from the nozzle of the cles sprinkler. 
By telegraph this morning I learn the ram is mov- 
ing slowly toward the Wabash and Vermilion 
Rivers. 

For two years corn, wheat, and dhts have been 
almost total failures in this district. Farmers, 
however, mainly own the land they cultivate, and, 
having bounteous crops in 78 and 74, are now 
encouraged to extra labor. Every available hand, 
even women and young girls, have aided during the 
p anting season. The breadth of land put in 18 16 
excess of "76. The general crop is corn and pota- 
toes, very little wheat or oats, and that mostly for 
domestic use. The fruit e promises Well, as 
usual. This isnot a very reliable fruit region, and 


farmers do not place much confidence in the yield.

The Licon grave-robbers, besides serv- 
ing the State for a year in the Penitentiary, 
must be credited with having revealed the 
modus operandi by which evidence for the 
defense is manufactured whenever a des- 
perate criminal is on trial.

As long as there are lawyers who are willing 
to lend themselves to these conspiracies for 
protecting criminals, we do not know how 
the practice can be checked; but the sub- 
ject would be a good one for the considera- 
tion of the Bar Association, with the purpose 
of presenting some of the disreputable prac- 
titioners to the courts to be disbarred.

THE PEACE RUMORS. 
For the past two or three days mysterious 
rumors of speedy peace have come in a 
vague way from Europe, with apparently no 
other basis of probability than popular con- 
jecture. There is certainly nothing in the 
military situation to warrant even a suspicion 
that eifher Russia or Turkey are meditating 
any proposition looking towards peace. The 
political situation is equally barren of hope. 
If any inference can be drawn from it, it 
would indicate rather a prolongation of the 
war, with a possibility of its ing 
beyond its present limits, than a o solu- 
tion of the Turko-Sclavie problem. The 
peace rumors have evidently grown out of 
the sudden appearance of the diplomats 
once more on the scene of action. The 
diplomatic interposition, however, may be 
easily accounted for without involving any 
theory of peace. The all-important point 
which Russia would like to settle before her 
legions cross the Danube is that of English 
interests, or, to state the proposition more 
correctly, the all-important fact which the 
English would like to be assured of before 
the Russians cross is exactly what they pro- 
pose to do after they get across. The Czar's 
war manifesto was not explicit enough on 
this point to satisfy the English, and 
they have been uneasy as to their 
interests, which Mr. Cross defined to be 
the navigation of the Bosphorusand the pro- 


since war was declared. This uneasiness has 
at last taken the form of an official interro- 
gation by Lord Dery, the answer to which 
has not yet transpired. It is intimated, 
however, that the Russian Government will 
give England assurances that will remove her 
apprehensions, and in some quarters it is 
stated that Russia will agree that her opera- 
tions in Europe shall not extend beyond the 
Balkans, and in Asia no further west than 
the line of Trebizond and Erzeroum. 
Whether this would be satisfactory to Eu- 
gland is an important question, since upon 
it hinges to a certain extent the issue of 
general war, but at the present time it is 
only important as illustrating one of the 
sources from which the peace rumors have 
sprung. The London Times in this connec- 
tion says: It is believed on the Continent 
that some negotiation is in progress, or 
about to be entertained, which will fix the 
political and geographical limits of the war, 
providing not only certain populations 
shall be excluded from it, but also that certain 
territorial lines shall not be passed.”

Viewed from all sides, the diplomatic inter- 
position is not inconsistent with the vigor- 
ous prosecution of the war.

The proclamation of a holy war by the 
Sheik ul Islam calls every Mohammedan to 
arms and levies upon new resources for 
money. With the prospect of such aid 
as this, flushed with successes along the 
enst const of the Black Sea, and 
encouraged by revolis in the Caucasus 
which have already tended to delay the 
Russian advance in Armenia, it is not likely 
that the Turks will consent to a peace, at 
least until after they have lost some decisive 
battles in Europe. Again, if the Russians 
should give England any definite assurances 
that they would not approach to within a 
certain distance of Constantinople, then the 
Turks would have just so much less territory 
to defend, and would be all the more encour- 
aged to continue the war. The delay in the 
Russian operations is easily accounted for. 
As their Danubian movement covers a very 
extended front along the river, it necessitates 
the accumulation not only of all the troops 
in strategical positions, but of all the reserve 
stores and war material, so that there shall 
be no delays after the army has crossed and 
entered a country where there are no rail- 
road communication. This very concentra- 
tion of men and material is hindered by 
natural reasons. Armies cannot be rapid- 
ly moved in the mud any more 
than bridges can be thrown over the 
blue Danube when that mighty stream is 
on the rampage and already inundating the 
batteries on either bank. On the Asiatic 
side, the delay in the Russian advance is 
sufficiently explained by the heavy rains 
and the necessity of looking after the com- 
munications in the rear threatened by the 
sudden revolts in the Caucasus. Until some- 
thing more tangible appears than mere ru- 
mors, therefore, it will be useless to expect 
peace. From the present outlook, a general 
war is more likely. Whether this war is the 
outcome of a long-existing conspiracy for a 
redistribution of territory, er an honest 
effort on the part of Russia to redress the 
wrongs of the Christians, in either case 
there is little hope of peace, until one or 


the other result is secured.

THE CAMERON CLAN. 

Simon says *‘ thumbs down,” it seems. If 
the Philadelphia Times is not mistaken, the 
veteran of Pennsylvania politics is manipu- 
lating the State to rebuke President Harzs 
for his Southern policy. Cameron is a wily 
old foe ; there is no doubt about that. His 


methods are more dangerous than those off 


an open antagonist, because he works in 
secret and is not restrained by any foolish 
scruples of political honor. He has good 
ground to work in, too. He has for many 
years had a mortgage on Pennsylvania poh- 
tics, and has only to foreclose at any time to 
reap the results. Having retired from the 
Sengte, he has ample time to devote himself 
to his favorite pursuit of manipulating cau- 
cuses and conventions for any purpose that 
commends itself to his judgment or his 
resentment. The statement is that he has 
been going about in person and by 
proxy from county to county, dictating that 
resolutions expressing confidence in Presi- 
dent Hur shall be tabled, and that his com- 
mand has been obeyed in several instances. 
It is also alleged to be the programme to so 
organize the State Convention that it will 
reprove the President, or at least pass him 
by in grim silence. Then, according to all 
accounts, the party ticket is to be defeated. 
If there is any truth in this political prog-’ 

nostication for Pennsylvania, it furnishes 
very good evidence that the venerable Mr. 
Cameron feels his age, andcan no longer 
think and act with the shrewdness that for- 
merly distinguished his conduct. The pro- 
gramme which has been outlined, if carried 
out to the letter, will produce an effect pre- 
cisely opposite to any that Mr. Cameron de- 
sires. If his purpose is to cripple or harass 
the President, the failure is foreordain- 
ed. A deliberate slight upon the 
President, followed by a defeat of 
the Republicans of Pennsylvania, will 
simply be a vindication of the policy the Ad- 
ministration has taken. It will show that 
the people will not sanction the denuncia- 
tion of an effort to break down President 
Hayes in endeavoring to restore perfect peace 
and good feeling, and to improve the charac- 
ter of the public service. If Mr. Camxznon’s 
indignation is directed at the whole Repub- 
lican party, it will likewise defeat itself; for 
the Republican party of the country cannot 
have a better warning than defeat where the 
party managers declare against the Adminis- 
tration or refuse to indorse it. Such an 
event would teach the managers in other 
States not to trifle with public sentiment. 
If Mr. Cameron has the political future of 
his son in his mind’s eye, he could not dam- 
age the young man’s prospects more than by 
dommitting the party to defeat. So we can 
think of no side to the case which approves 
the wisdom of the course. 

_ We are inclined to believe that it is not old 
Suton but young Don who is responsible for 
the undertaking which has been described, 
and in that case it is evident that the young 
man does not inherit his progenitor’s strong 
political instincts. If he is deliberately going 
at the work thus laid out, it is safe to say 
that his political career will terminate when 
he shall have served out his father’s term. 
He may possibly cherish resentment against 
President Hayrzs for not retaining him as 
Secretary of War, though he ought not, since 
mone of the old members of the 
Cabinet remained. Nevertheless, he will 
not punish President Hares but him- 
self by any such course as has been 
described. The Cameron family, we pre- 
sume, is still a great power in Pennsylvania 
politics, but this error would be fatal to it. 
It is to be hoped that the Republicans of 
Pennsylvania will resent the dictation of so 
foolhardy a policy ; but if they do not, there 
will be considerable compensation in the 
consciousness that the Cameron family will 
never be able todictate any more, and that 
the damag e temporarily done to the party in 
Pennsylvania will result to the advantage of 
the party as a whole. 

The weakness of the Implacables is be- 


pulating local conventions in Pennsyl- 
vania in their favor. Their main reliance was 
upon Mr. Morro, whose power in the Senate 
renders him a formidable ; but 
Mr. Morrow is not going to fight President 
Republican party; on the 
contrary, he says that the greater the future. 
danger is of trouble in the South, the more 


necessary it is that the party sh@uld be 

united and harmonious. Mr. Bran is now 

looked to by the small clique of disappoint- 

ed office-seekers to lead the attack, and. 
Mesars. Burizr, Cameron, and ConkKLING are 

thought to be the chief lieutenants. But »if 

these gentlemen are unwise enough to cast 
their destinies with a beaten faction which 

has no public sympathy to rely upon, how 
would they ever pull together? Buruzr and 
Bran had a serious quarrel before the former 
was dropped from Congress; the enmity be- 
tween Conx1ine and Bian dates many years 
back, and is relentless on both sides; Buarnz 
holds Don Cameron more responsible than 
any one else for his failure to get the Cin- 
cinnati nomination. Is it likely that these 
discordant elements could be fused in a 
common opposition to President Hares, 

the purpose of which would be manifestly 
to harass the Administration? But a small 
amount of aid or comfort would be given to 
such a combination by the public, and less 
than ever if Pennsylvania be so manipulated 
as to lead to the defeat of the Republican 
party in thał State by committing it to the 
Implacable programme.

TH® CASE IN LOUISIANA. 

We subjoin a letter written by the Hon. 
L. A. Sumo, of Louisiana, for many years 
a Republican member of Congress, and one 
of the Presidential Electors who cast the vote 
of that State for Hayes and WII. Tho 
letter was not written for publication, but 
its statements are not the less clearly and 
distinctly made, and will be accepted as the 
candid judgment of an earnesf and incor- 
ruptible Republican. It will be seen that 
he not only indorses the action of the Presi- 
dent, but declares that such action was an 
imperative necessity. He describes the con- 
dition of affairs in the State, and shows how 
calamitous would have been the attempt to 
keep the Packarp. Government in office by 
force. He gives his opinion of NicHotts, 
and has no doubt that he will give the State 
an honest and energetic Government, and re- 
deem all his assurances. Mr. SHELDON, 
speaking as a Southern Republican, and in- 
terested in the success of the Republican 
party, has no doubt of. the wisdom of the 
President’s action in withdrawing the troops 
from New Orleans. The letter is as follows: 

New Onteans, La., May 17, 1877.—The Hon. 
Raiph Plumb, Streator, [U.—Dgar Sin; Your 
letter received. I was one of the immortal 
eight" [an Elector) who cast the vote of this State 
for Hares. The law appointed officers to deter- 
mine the result of the election, and on their an- 
nouncement I acted without much personal knowi- 
edge of the facts, and on the assumption that they 
had acted properly. I have never doubted that the 
State rightfully belonged to Hares, and do not 
now doubt it. The same officers determined the 
result to have been in favor of Pacxarp fer Gov- 
ernor. Apparently the titles of the two rest upon 
the same basis. Yet the Constitution prescribes a 
mode of counting votes for Governor and members 
of the Legislature differing from that fixed by 
statute for counting votes for others. Logically, 
if the State went for Hares, it also went for Pacx- 
agp. The question became a very perplexing one. 
Packarp could not sustain himself without the 
active support of the army, which probably would 
have been required during his term. The people 
of the State, and in which many good Republicans 
concurred, saw nothing but turmoil, uncertainty, 
and prostration for four years more, which they 
felt was unendurable. Of course, those opposed 
to us believed that NIchoLLs carried the State, and 
that the Returning Board was a rascally institution, 
and, having unbounded confidence in NicuHo.ts, 
they felt they must have him for Governor. The 
local Government had not been a success, and the 
feeling was that a Government that could nos sus- 
tain itself could not protect others. The business 
sentiment of the country was a unit in favor of 
stability, and peace, and order, in some way. 
To have sustained Packard with the army, 
would have wrecked the Administration and the 
Republican party, while the plan of permitting 
a State through its oon machinery and laws to 
settle its own Government could have no worse vo- 
sult, but might be better. The latter policy was 
inevitable, and the future will determine the con- 
sequences. So far, this reanit has been aitained. 
We have peace, order, confidence, more tolerance 
of opinion than ever before, and, so far as I can 
see, better protection to life, liberty, property, 
and all legal rights. I bekeve Nicnorrs to bea 
good man, and that he will faithfully and effective - 
ly perform his duties. The race issue in politics, 
with all the attending prejudices, is passing away. 
It looks as if intelligence and integrity would now 
dominate without regard tocolor. I believe we 
are in a better condition to have a Republican party 
which will do honor to the nation and carry the 
State than if Packarp had been sustained. The 
policy of pacification is right. It ought to have 
been adopted before. There ie no sense in talking 
of the War forever. The way to have it forgotten 
is to cease holding it up all the time. The Con- 
federates are an important element of our popu- 
lation, and must be treated aa such. Their welfare 
will have much to do with the prosperity and hap- 
piness of the whole population. We want them to 
love our country. They will never do this so long 
as they are held up as odious, and are taunted and 
treated as Rebels. The President's policy will suc- 
ceed, though he may fail. The Republican party, 
great in principles, m capacity, and in war, should 
be great in peace andin its Christian charities. I 
am going to remain a Republican, and sustain the 
pacification policy. Let us all try it. The Presi- 
dent is wiser than his assailants. He recognizes 
the conditions and duties of peace. Glad to hear 
from you, and should be glad to see you. Write 
often.

The Western roads extending to Kansas, 
Missouri, Iowa, Wisconsin, and Minnesota 
seem to have abandoned the idea that their 
true interest is in keeping up the cheap navi- 
gation of the lakes. Their only protection 
from the avarice, extortion, and dictation of 
the trunk lines is to be found in the preser- 
vation of the navigation interest. That in- 
terest once destroyed, and lake navigation 
abandoned, then Western roads must of ne- 
cessity become mere feeders of the Eastern 
railways, atid be reduced to accept such 
share of rates as the Eastern roads may think 
proper to award them. With the navigation 
interest preserved, all these Western roads 
have markets on the lakes, as at Chicago, 
Milwaukee, Toledo, and Cleveland, at which 
to deliver all the productions of the country 
they intersect and traverse. With cor: at

The rates by lake to Buffalo and thence by 
water to New York are reduced to the mini- 
mum of 8 cents per bushel, and while it is 
to the interest of all the Western railro 

to foster and encourage this water 
route, and to the interest of all the 
people of all the Western States that 
it be maintained, the whole policy 
and energies of the Western railroads are 
directed to break it down and erect an all- 
rail monopoly which shall in time become 
absolute dictator of the terms on which 
transportation can be effected.

The Board was agitated yesterday by the ques- 
tion whether ‘tis wiser in a man to suffer the pangs 


and miseries of outrageous ventilation, or by pull- 


nig down a wall to end them, The Board met the 
south wall at the ballot-box, and decided by a vote 
of 504 to 146 not to follow the example of Simeon 
and Levi, who, in their self-will, 
a wall. 

The sitaation in wheat ie now & very interesting 
one. It is estimated by good judges that we have 
not da more than about 800,000 bu of straight 
No. 2 in store, while there is scareely any coming 
in to take ite place. The English markets sre 


buyers on that side are scarcely willing to pay the 
prices now asked, It is probable that a decline of 
10@15¢ per bu here would bring in orders for our 
entire stock, but doub@al if it be taken by Euro- 
peans without some concessions. Stocks are now 


diminishing rather slowly, but at a fate which in- 


dicates that we shall have little left by the time the 
new crop of spring wheat comes in unless the new 
winter is brought to market next month in suffi- 
cient quantities to break down quotations. This 
is the chief hope of the bears, in which the bears in 
corn look for big receipts anyhow. 

The stock of flour in Chicago is reported as 45, - 
960 bris, against 35, 850 a month ago, and 38,491 4 
year ago. 

The stock of peek in New York is reported at 
50, 372 bris, against 56,312 bris a month ago, 42, - 
937 bris a year ago, and 61, 420 bris two years ago. 
Certain ‘* straws" in the Board of Trade balco- 
ny yesterday showed which way the wind was 
blowing. 

The leading produce markets were active yester- 
day, and generally stronger in grain, while provis- 
ions were firm. The foreign advices were favora- 
ble to holders, but the markets seemed to turn 
largely upon the facts attendant on che first day of 
anew month. Deliveries on June contracts were 
in order, and these were generally light. In pro- 
visions there was little to deliver, the trading hav- 
ing been settled up very closely. In wheat the 
same rule obtained, in addition to which there is 
not much to go round. Incorn the holders were 
in no hurry to deliver, except in the case of re- 
ceipts which would take on another „e per bu to- 
day to make them regular. The weather was fa- 
yorable to firmness, and the war news was much 
less peacefalin ite character than the previous 

day, a good many things pointing to danger of a 
general break-up in Europe. The shipping move- 
ment here was dull, except in corn. 

Jobbers of dry goods had nothing new to report 
of the market. Quiet still prevails in most depart- 
ments, and the tenor of prices remains steady. 
Groceries were dealt in liberally, and decided firm- 
ness again characterized the market for all of the 
staple lines, —notably for sugars, molasses, cof- 
fees, and rice. Teas are receiving more attention, 
and for greens and Oolongs the market is strong. 
Thete was a steady market for domestic and for- 
eign dried fruits. Fish continue active and gen- 
erally firm. New family mackerel and new lake 
fish are arriving, but in moderate quantities as yet. 
Butter and cheese, under steadily-increasing sup- 
plies and a light demand, were quoted weak and 
unscttled. There was a quiet movement in tobac- 
co, leather, bagging, and pig iron at about former 
figures. Oils were fairly active and steady, as were 
also paints and colors. Coal and wood were un- 

changed. 

Lumber was in continued good demand and firm, 

in conseque of the probable snortage in the 
stock of logs obtained in time for this season's 
sawing. The offerings at the sale docks were small 
and soon sold, an the yards trade was as brisk 
as usual and common grades were firm. The seed 
market remains quiet, about the only trading being 
in the late varieties, small orders for which are 
filled from the stock in store.

Of the many volumes which have been con- 
tributed to the debate,—the majority of them 
by women of high culture and liberal juge- 
ment,—the one before us is the ablest and most 
conclusive. It is the work of one who has 

walified herself, by study at home and abroad, 

or an honorable place in the medical profes- 

sion, and who has, by her very thorouch attain- 
mente, — eh og the respect and confidence of 
an ever-widening circle. In the preparation of 
this essay she has held to the scientific methods 
of inquiry practiced in the best modern schools, 
and ventures no theories or opinions which have 
not a basis tested by searching experiments. 
Her argument proc slowly and cautiously, 
being built up with materials gained from an 
examination of a long list of established au- 
thorities, and from a protracted series of origi- 
nal investigations. It reads as though it were 
the construction of a veteran in science, who 
has long been used to the abnegation oi person- 
al feeling in looking for the evidences of the 
seat of truth. 

The treatise is couched in techtr ical pnraseolo- 
BY; and will require close reading to be compre- 

ended; yet itis of such profound interest to 
the female sex that it should be mastered by 
every intelligent woman. It is not enough to have 
an inward conviction of a truth; there should 
also be so complete an understanding of it that 
a satisfactory reason for its existence can be fur- 
nished whenever demanded. It is important 
that on this particular question women should 
know, as far as can be ascertained in th> present 
advance of science, just where the truth lies, 
and be able to state it on physiological grounds. 

It is impossible to reproduce the argument of 
the author in the space at our command, nor is 
this the priate place for its full exposi- 
tion. It will suffice to say that it strengthens 
the position which the previous women-writers 
on the subject have assumed: that, in a normal 
condition of health, periodical rest of a day or days 
is neither da nor desired by the female 
sex. Woman's constitution is such that wor« 
which Comands fixed attention fora term of 
hours is especially fatiguing: she breaks down 
under it far sooner than does man; bence her 
work should be varied in character, and adapted 
to frequent intervals of rest. itis because do- 
mestic work meets these conditions that it 
proves peculiarly healthful to the sex. 

The aspect of the subject which relates to the 
educati6n of women is not especially considered 


by the author. Her chief attention is bestowed 


upon the nature of the sexual function under 
consideration, and upon its influence in regard 
to the mental and physical capacities of women. 
Theré can be no doubt that the author has per- 
formed a very grateful service to medical sci- 
ence, and to her own sex, in the production of 
this learned and instructive dissertation.

WOMEN IN INDUSTRY. 

Several of the most interesting pages m the 
work of Dr. Mary Putnam Jacobi, reviewed in 
another column, are devoted to statistics of the 
employment of women, at various eras and in 
different countries, in industrul pursuits. Le- 
roy Beaulieu affirms with good proof, in his 
prize-essay on Woman’s Work in the Nineteenth 
Century, that domestic occupations have never 
absorbed the existence of women in the work- 
ing classes. 

The workshop.” he asserts, “existed in 
Europe long before the tenth century, under 
the name of gynecee,—sometimes attached to 
the house of the lord of the manor, and under 
the direction of his wife; sometimes belonging 
to abbeys, and controlled by a superintendent. 
in convents the nuns manufactured everything 
needed for their own use, then for sale in 
the world. Spinning and dying of wool occn- 
pied a 2 of their days. In the registers 
of trades and merchandises of Depping is proof 
that the trades-corporations, contrary to a prev- 
alent opinion, were arranged to include women. 
We find mentioned, workwomen in silk cloths, 
silk-spinners, weavers of kerchicis, embroider- 
esses, combers of wool, silk hatters, and many 
other trades where the women were not only 
admitted as aids, but might have become mis- 
tresses, or even be eligible for the dignities of 
the corporation. The history of female labor in 
epochs nearer to us would be the history of in- 
dustry itself. The more civilization is developed 
ahd refined the more women participate in pro- 
duction; and this participation, constantly 
greater and more active, is regard by women 
themselves as an advantage. 

Although, in the old regime, women hada 
large share in the work of the outside world, it 
was still insufficieut for their necessities, and in 
1789 they appealed to the King fora control of 
the trades for sewing, spinning, and knitting. 
In 1851 the City of Paris contained 112,189 work- 
ingwomen, 60,000 of whom were engaged in 
needlework. In 1873 there were about 400,000 
or 450,000 women employed in the cot- 
ton, wool, linen, and silk manufactories 
of France. In 1864 there were /747,- 
261 women ed in the industrial 
establisnments of Great Britain. In 1862, Lord 
Brougham stated before the Social Science Asso- 
ciation that th uarters of adult unmarried 
women, two-thirds of the widows, and a seventh 
of married women, are occupied in Great Britain 
in independent or isolated labors, without 
counting the multitude of wives, daughters, 
and sisters, who share in the work of their rela- 
tives at the counter, in the dairy, or by the 
needle.”’ 

In Germany women are empleyed in a great 
variety of trades and manufactures. In the 
United to the census of 187 
out of 9,750,000 women, 1,594,783 women 
girlie above the age of 10, or on an average of 
one in every six of the whole female popula 
tion, are represented in the tabies of occupa- 
tion. Lea out of the account 373, 
832 whe. | the 
registe as t rs, 
are mainly colored, there are still left 1,281,451 
white women ent ged in the industries of the 
country. Of these, 22,651 are farmers and plant- 
ers ; 353,950 are engaged in manufactures; 
18,698 in trade and commerce; 84,047 in teach- 
ing; 7,060 in keeping houses; 867,354 
in domestic service; 1,179 are bers and hair- 
dressers: 1,186 are midwives; and from 500 to 
600 are physicians. 

On the Continent of Europe marriage inter- 
rupts the industrial employment of women far 
less than in Great Britain, and far less than in 
America. “It is unfortunately evident,” says 
M. Simon in L’Owrriere, “that, if the average 
wages of a workman are two francs a day, and 
that the sum needed for the support of his

SEV RES. 

A studio for mosaic-workers has been estab- 
lished in the new Sevres manufactory at Paris. 
The construction of mosaics has never before 
been attempted in France, but the Government 
has now made provision for the support of this 
expensive art, and workmen have been imported 
from Florence to carry it on. The first piece 
they have undertaken is a decorative frieze for 
the facade of the manufactory. 

The rich collections of the Ceramic Museum 
have, in the main building of the manufactory, 
of which they occupy the whole of the first 
story, an ample opportunity for the display of 
their treasures. The fou ion of the muse 
um began with some antique vases presented to 
the manufactory by Louis XIV. Bronginart, 
who was Director of the iastitution from 
1800 to 1847, perceiving the value of a 
ceramic collection, was chiefly instrumental 
in giving the museum its present importance. 
Bivereux also devoted himself to its interests; 
and the present Director of the Department, M.

FLORA ROUND ABOUT CHICAGO. 
Tun Orcas Famtiy.—The order of the high- 


est aristocracy in the whole vegetable kingdom

in filled by the Orchidacem. There is a dainty | 
| Grace, a patrician elegance, an indefinable air of 


noble birth about every member of the family, 
which distinguish it at a glance from the com- 
mon masses. One instinctively recognizes, in 
perceiving its delicate textures and exquisite 
colors, its often delicious odors and always curi- 


ous organization, that an Orchid is a represent- 
ative of a tribe elevated above their fellows by 
reason of their inherent and anomalous beauty. 
A superior position is universally accorded to 
the order by botanists, who have found a most 
interesting study in the abnormal forms and 
unique structure of their floral organs. For 
many years the strange conformation of 
the stamens and pistils was misunder- 
stood, and it was not until Francis 
Bauer published, between 1794 and 1807, the 
results of his patient investigations, that the 
truth regarding the character and position of 
these organs was revealed. In 1810 Dr. Brown 
elaborated the subject in his Prodromus; and 
later Dr. Lindley produced a complete treatise 
on, the organization of the Orchids, entitled 
Illustrations of the Orchidacevus Plants.“ 

Early in his research into the wonders of the 
natural world, Darwin gave especial attention to 
this remarkable order, and produced a work de- 
voted to a consideration of the singular metb- 
ods by which the different species secure the 
benefits of cross-fertilization. His book has

The family are ay distributed over the 
globe, ranging from the Tro 
the Arctic Zones. In Eur 
America, they inhabit tly the woods, 
the meadows, and the marshes. In Africa tue y 
are rarely or never found in dry situations; but, 
at the Cape, they flourish as in ali 

of the continents just mentioned. 
et it is in the moist air of the Torrid Zone 
that they abound in the greatest profusion and 
variety. - = East Indies, iu Mad- 
agascar an acent and in Mexi 
Central America, and Brazil they add a — 
striking feature to the novel and lovely forms 
of Tropical vegetation. The species are either 
herbs or shrubs. In warm climates, a t 
number are vines, or lianes as they are called, 
which, creeping to the top of the loftiest for- 
est-trees, there outspread their carpet of 
ioliage, and embroider it with elegant flowers 
that are visible only to the insects and birds 
which wing their flight through the sunshine 
midway between the clouds and the earth. 

Many of the species subsist wholly upon the 
air,—attaching themselves to the bark of trees, 
and, throwing out clusters of leaves, and stems 
of showy blossoms, repay the simple gift 
oi a point of support with a wealth of beautiful 
ornamentation. A single one of these epiphytes 
is a native of the United States, but it does 
not venture north of the latitude of South Car- 
olipa. Suspended bya string from the ceiling 
of a room, these air-plants will thrive for 
months together, and blossom lururiantly. In 
China and Japan, where different species 
abound, they are favorite ornaments of the 
houses. Some rare specimens of the epiphytic 
Orchids may be seen in the hot-house of Ar. A. 
Blumenschein, on Cottage Grove avenue. The 
several species are tied to separate blocks of 
wood, around which they twine their roots, and, 
being in mid-air, derive all their nourishment 
from the constituents of the atmosphere. Year 


alter year they live in this manner, and annually | 


send out rich clusters of exquisite blossoms. 

One of the marked characteristics of the Or- 
chids is the eccentricity of their shapes. As if 
reveling in the cheats of a masquerade, they 
simulate the forms of animals of various orders. 
The Bee-Orchis, the Fly-Orchis, the Lizard- 
Orchis, and others, are so named from their 
really notable resemblance to insect or rep- 
tile. The rusty flowers of the Spiculea ciliata 
look verily like long-legged spiders-resting on a 
green stem. The single flower of the Drakes 
‘iastica, poised on the end of a scape 
from twelve to eighteen inches long, and mor- 
ing with the breeze, deceives a keen eye into the 
belief that it is an insect, with wings expanded 
flying above some fragrant piant. One odd 
species “reminds the observer of a grinning 
monkey; whilst another resembles an opera- 
dancer suspended by the bead.” Every con- 
ceivable variety of form is taken by the flowers 
of this fantastic order, but. the strangest of all 
is the Flower of the Holy Ghost (Peristena 
elata), which nas in its centre the periect figure 
of a stainless dove. 

We have in our flora several species which 
1 curious, pocket-like flowers, called the 

dy’s Slipper, or the Moccason-Flower. The 
small white Lady's Slipper (Cypripedium candi- 
dum) is now in blossom. t thrives in dam 
places, such as occur south of Hyde Park 
and at Rosehill. The Smaller Yellow Lady- 
Slipper (C. parviforum) may be found at this 
time at points along the Illinois Central and 
the Michigav Central Railroads, near Gibson’s 
Station and SouthPark Station. The Larger 
Yeilow Lady-Slipper (C. pubescens) is abundant 
at Giencoe; and the splendid purple-and-white 
Lady-Slipper (C. spectadile) is common in July 
at the same and other localities mentioned on 
the roads cited above. 

The Twayblade (Liparis Leselii) is rare here- 
abouts. but has been found at Miller's Station 
and south of Michigan City. Its season is June. 
The pretty Colopagon (Calopogon pulchallis) 
grows abundantly along the rail at Hyde 
Park and southward. The Pogoria ophioglas- 
soides— heat, little plant, oppres with a 
colossal name—is common a: Gibson’s and 
Miller’s Stations. Two species of Spiranthes, 
or Lady’s Tre are found south of 
Hyde Park,—the N. cernua and 8. gracilis. 
These plants are not showy, but their small, 
white flowers, under the magnifying glass. are 
marvels of beauty.

THE COLORS OF DRIED PLANTS. 

A German pharmaceutical journal publishes 
the following directions for preserving the 
colors of specimens intendeg for the herbarium : 

Diesolve one part of salicylic acid in 600 parts of 
alcohol, heat the solution to boiling in an eyaporat- 
ing-dish and draw the whole plant slowly through 
it.—prolonged exposure discolors violet flowers; 
shake off any excess of liquid, dry between biot- 
ting-paper, and press in the usual manner. Fre- 

vent renewal of dry blotting- pads, particularly at 
Arat. is desirable. us trea ed, plants are said to 
dry rapidly. furnishing beautiful epecimens, which 
retain their natura) colors in greater perfection than 
by any other process.

BRIEF NOTES. 

A canary-bird in Port Jervis, Canada, has 
batched four birds from three eggs. The twins 
are smaller than the others of the brood, but 
are equally lively and healthy. 

The Zoological Society of Lendon celebrated 
its torty-eiguth anniversary the last dav of 
April. The members of the Society numbered 
3.311 at the close of the year 1876. The total 
number of animals inthe Zoological Gardens 
was at that date 2,265, and the number of visit- 
ors admitted during the year was 915,764 


Prof. Edward 8. Morse, the well-known nat- 
uralist and lecturer, passed through Chicago on 
the 20th inst., on his way to Japan, where he 
intends to spend several months. The object 
of his tour is to study the Brachiopoda which 
are peculiar to the waters of Japan, and to col- 
lect materials for a lecture, with blackboard - 
lustrations, upon the history and habits of the 
Japanese. 

The Russian naturalist, M. Prsbhevalsky. who 
is engaged in an expluration of the mountain- 
ranges in Russian Turkestan, had reached Lake 
Lob-Nor in February. The valleys of the outer 
spursof the Altyn-Tach rang reach about 12,000 
teet above the sea. That of the Lower Tarin is 
more than 12,000 feet high, and its fauna and 
flora are poor. In these valleys the wild camel 
is still found. M. Prshevalsky will return to 
Kuldja early in July. 

The Imperial Academy of Sciences at Vienna 
is making an extensive series of excavations in 
the bed of the Danube, for the purpose of ex- 
amining the deposits lying under the ailuvium. 
In the diluvial epoch this river formed an inland 
sea in the Vienna basin, covering the tertiary 
formation with a coating of loess. By removing 
this iayer there is found a wide-spread deposit 
of the bones of the bear, horse, mammoth, ox, 
reindeer, rhinoceros, and wolf, with quantities 
of charcoal and artificially-prepared flints, show 
ing the existence of mankind in the diluvial 
period. 

The Council of the Royal G 
ciety at London have awarded the 
to Capt. Sir George S. Nares. R N., the com- 
mander of the Arctic Expedition of 1875-6 and 
to Pundit Nain Singh, the explorer of Tibet. 
This last named traveler has, by his journeys 
and surveys in Tibet, rendered for the first 
time ible to construct an accurate map of 
this hitherto unknown region. The Council of the 
Society also awarded a gold watch to Capt. Al- 
bert Markham, the commander of a sledge- 
party connected with the late Arctic Expedit 
who planted the Union Jack in 83 degrees, 
minutes, 26 seconds north. — a higher latitude 
than had ever before been by any

How 
much more influence Sisters could exert over broth- 
ers, and brothers over sisters, if this were only ad- 
hered to; and how often, through this influence, 
might save them from ruin and disgrace. How 
much more smoothly would men and women who 
have taken each other for better or for worse 
sail o'er life's ocean together if this were practiced 
at all times in everyday life. It would safely bear 
them over many tumuſtuous waves, and eventually 
gave them from shipwreck. | 

How much sunnier would childhood be if nts 
taught it to their children and inenleated ft into 
their very natures.

little spats in childhood, and as they grew to man- 
hood and womanhood, it would be so natura! to 
them to appear amiable and kindly that they could 
not fail in making friends instead of enemies of 
those with whom they were thrown in contact with 
generally.

Later, 1 have learned a better 
way from my own observation—never having 
seen any one try it. Take wood ashes and 
strew over the earth, being careful not to 
touch the plants. If this does not subdue them, 
eprinkle again. If the little brown fly gets in, call 
inagentleman friendand let him smoke them 
awhile, and not drive him from the house 
because of the 2 Make him a foot-rest on 
whiclt to elevate his feet, an easy - chair in which to 
recline, and after the cigar is finished he will finish 
the evening by your side, and read for your enter- 
tainment, while you finish the afghan for him. Is 
not this a brighter picture than to drive him from 
the sweet influence of a loving home to smoke in 
the crow:ied ciub-room, return home late, while 
you sit alone watching for the familiar footstep 
which used to come so early, butis now driven 
away, and by whom? Repent ere it is too 
late. Make your home so attractive that it 
will be as it should, the dearest spot 
on earth. Bat to return to this 
little home which you are going to create; for if 
you are of an imaginative mind you can make it a 
small world and enjoy itas much as the farmer 
who watches his crops as the 1 sprouts come, 
then the grain and harvest. You can put in a small 
log cabin on a mound and make it very fancifal,— 
even the ladies and gentlemen are not found want- 
ing in some. Taey used to dwell in mine; and one 
stately dame always stood on her porch to watch 
for visitors; but they have all given way to the 
luxurious growth of begonias and ferns auw, save 
one guardian angel who watches over tlre tranquil 
scene, and notes the growth around him. Lou ali 
are aware that a layer ot charcoal must cover the 
bottom for drainage, and then no wuste-pipe and 
faucet are necessary. It is well to sprinkle tine 
charcoal through the dirt, as it keeps 
it sweet and gives fine color to the 
foliage. After placing your plants in, — the large 
ones in the centre, and smaller ones around the 
edge, —water as you would any other plant, and 
then cover the top with green muss from the wood, 
as it gives it such a wildwood air, and at the same 
time keeps the soil moist. Then place on the 
cover or top of the case, and keep in a shaded 
place. I keep mine in an east window, and in 
winter I give rt all the sun it can get. Nowl have 
my blinds closed, but keep slate open, that it may 
have lignt, but no sun. he sun wilts the leaves, 
and then they mold. If you sprinkle with weak 
lime-water, it will sweeten the soil and prevent 
mold. Do not raise your top unless obliged to take 
out old, wilted leaves, or for some other equally 

good reason. 

Some of you wish to know how to start plants 
from single leaf. Take a large begonia leaf and 
leave the stem two inches and a half or three 
inches long. It is best to layer the leaf, as some- 
times the new 2 comes from the end of the 
stems where the root forms, though usually at 
the juncture of the leaf. Always put them in 
earth, never in water. Hoya's root in the same 
manner, and pepperomias also. For a wardian 
case nothing is better taan Rex begonias. I will 
tell you what I have in mine. I have fourteen 
varieties of Rex begonias, eight different kinds of 
ferns, a ficus repins which I hope will grow, two 

pperomias, three varieties of lycopodium, anda 
few other things. These all do well in a fernery 
or wardian case, as well as many others. I had 
a Plytolama cordata fern which did nicely, but 
suddenly ceased to exist; they are very nice, and 
I hope to find another this summer. 

Leona, thanks for the climbing fern. It already 
raises its head above the moss which surrounds it 
and views its surroundings with pleasure. I think 
the other slips will live, for they look nicely. 

J. M. W. H., many thanks; the thick leaf was 
broken off at tae stem, which I regret exceedingly. 
I hang it up, however, but it is all wilted; what 
can ldo? Brodhead, I wouldcat my carnation 
back. It has been forced to such an extent that if 
allowed to bloom now will exhaust itself. Let it 
rest and water only a little. In August repot in 
very rich soil and leaf- mold. It does not like a 
wet soil. Manure-water will force it to bloom in 
winter. The Lady Washington is one of those 
that only dons her bright robes in summer, so let 
her do her best now. Your smilaxis resting now; 
it will du better to let it dry off now and start later 
in the season. Then it will be stronger and more 
able to send forth new eprouts.

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HOME ADORNMENT.

Abntax, Mich., May 28.—Children should be 
surrounded as much as possible with lovely and 
attractive objects, and refined associations, in or- 
der to assure their early and innate appreciation of 
the good, the true, and the beautiful, and to edu- 
cate, so to speak, their esthetic senses. A child 
raised in the bright, genial influences of a beauti- 
ful home—where not only the soft, gentle voice 
and well-bred manners of its inmates are reflected 
in the general air of repose and culture which per- 
vades the dwelling, but where the taste and chaste 
elegance of ite decoration—in which rich coloring 
and graceful outlines blend, producing a perfect 
whole—cannot in after life, however changed his 
surroundings, be wholly lost to all sense of purity 
and Godliness. Almost every theme belonging to 
the home has been ably and thoroughly discussed 
in this department, save that of household far- 
niture, and as many requests have come for infor- 
mation re ing this subject, I shall endeavor to 
devote a few ietters to making some simple sug- 
gestions, for the benefit of those who prefer a few 
practical hints to lengthy discussion. it would be 
quite foolish, in fact. for an amateur scribbler“ 
to attempt a thorough handling of a subject to 
which connoisseurs have devoted as much time, 
thought, and labor. ‘fhe magazines, especiall 
Scribner's, have coutained articles of great merit 
devoted to Decorative Art, and should be read 
by all interested in home topics; in truth a vote of 
thanks should be tendered Dr. Holland and many 
other distinguishea editors for the good they have 
already achieved in this country. In England Mr. 
Kastiake's efforts alone have produced a revolution 
in the taste of the people; and his energy and en- 
thusiasm have succeeded in educating them to the 
appreciation and love for the pure outlines and 
strong, substantial beauty of the Renaissance, in 
preference to the fair but frail manufaetares of a 
more recent date; and we may rejoice in the fact 
that people of moderate means now have at their 
command beautiful yet inexpensive objects of fur- 
niture, instead of being forced to take refuge (for 
economy's sake) in the hideous, stiff horse-hair 
abominations—which let us hope have at length 
had their day, and a gloomy day it was! And 
then the glaring, bizarre ingrain carpets of bygone 
years, while to-day we have them in such lovely 
artistic designs that they are quite as suitable 
for some apartments as velvets or Brus- 
sels. The first and paramount rule to guide 
us in selecting furniture is the amount of money 
we desire to spend. Rich satins and brocades, 
elegantly carved woodwork, and soft carpets, coat- 
ly paintings, gleaming: silver, and rare cut-giass 
are desirable if one has the wherewithal with 
which to purchase such luxuries, and add greatly 
to the charm and attractiveness of the rooms. 
These things, however, are not indispensable, for 
some of the most charming homes I have ever en- 
tered were adorned with the most inexpensive ma- 
terial —delicately colored chintz, India matting, 
or ingrain, with emall, dainty —— cottage sets 
painted in soft neutral tints, relieved by bands of 
gold. or else some bright contrasting color, and 
— — muslin draperies, —yet how fairy-like, how 
enchanting the tout ensemble; the furniture 
es butacharming grace added here and there 

y dainty artistic touches; the few well-chosen or- 
naments, carved brackets, with graceful wreaths 
of autumn leaves, and Southern moss draping the 
engravings and really fine chromos, and in the open 
windows green trailing vines and fragrant flowers, 
among which perhaps was suspended a gilded ca- 
nary cage, the warbling of its merry little inmate 
filling the rooms with melody, and completing a 
picture altogether lovely. 

It is not necessary to be rich in order to possess 
a well-appointed house; all the wealth of Crœsus 
will avail nothing without good taste; in fact, some 
really magnificent residences have a decided air 
of vnigarity pte every nook and corner. 
Too much gold and glitter, an over-anxious zeal 
to obtrnde one’s money upon the notice of others 
by a lavish expenditure, ends in producing an effect 
gorgeous indeed, but essentially shoddy. 

In selecting covering for the floor, avoid large 
figures; they are only suitable in rooms of unusual 
size, and even there a ground- work of some mottled, 
tangled design with a rich contrasting border is in 
taste. Ina very elegant drawing-room, uphol- 
stered in pale, delicate tints, one of the lovely 
Axminster carpets, with flowers and sprays trail- 
ing over the softly-shaded ground-work, is suit- 
able, provided all is in harmony; but for our or- 
dinary parlors and sitting-rooms, dainty scroll 
patterns are preferable to floral designs. Let 
light colors have the first choice for all rooms ex- 
cept the dining-room and

dark tones, as a matter of course. 
Furniture should de covered with materials that 
will bear exposure to the light, as sunshine adds 
greatly to the beauty, and of more importance stil] 
to the health of our homes. Rooms kept darkened 
and shut up have, when opened forstate occasions, 
an air of mustiness, and are generally uncomfort- 
able. Better have plain chintz, which can be re- 
placed when soiled, and have an apartment kept

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' ROSE CULTURE. 
To the Editor af The Tribune. 

Polo, III., May 28.—Perhaps I cannot do a bet- 
ter service at present than to call the attention of 
The Home friends to some approved remedies for 
the many destructive insects that worry the pa- 
tience of rose-growers. a 

These antidotes are not new to many of The 
Home readers; yet believing that some of you who 
have not already tried them will find them of much 
value, I taxe the liberty to condense them from 
The New Guide to Rose Culture, published by 
the Dingee & Conard Company, of West Grove, 
Penn., perhaps the most extensive rose-growers in 
this country, and who indorse these remedies ag 
the very dest now known. 

My own experience, though not extensive, con- 
firms the good opinion of the Company, 

The Aphis or Green Fly attacks the young growth, 
and will first be found at the extremities of the 
branches, and will soon sicken the whole bush. 
Remedy, tobacco-smoke, applied by covering the 
plant with a box or barrel an a it a 
dish of burning tobacco, to remain there a half- 
hour or more. A strong tea of tobacco will answer 
the same purpose. 

The Rose Slug is a worse enemy than the Aphis. 
Its first attack may be expected in June, the second 
in August. Its body is green, almost transparent. 
It eats the upper surface of the leaf only, and it 
multiplies so rapidly that they will destroy all the 
foliage ina few hours. There are several re es: 
(1) Dust the plant thickly with powdered or air- 
slacked lime, plaster of Paris, -dust, or ashes; 
or (2) sprinkle and wash thoroughly with strong 
suds made of soft soap, or, better still, when made 
of whale-oil soap—one pound dissolved in eight 
gallons of water. 

A writer in the Gardener's Monthly gives the fol- 
lowing recipe: Dissolve one tablespoonful of 
powdered hellebore in two gallons of boiling water; 
when cool apply to the roses with a whisk- broom, 
dashing on the water in a fine spray. 

The e Bug is known as one of the most des- 
perate enemies. It comes without warging, and, 
alighting on the partially-opened buds, devours 
them at once. There can be no truce with these 
destructive pests; they care for none of the usual 
remedies, but seem to bear a charmed life. The 
only remedy is hand-picking—easily done if taken 
intime. The bugs being iarge are easily seen. 

The Red Spider isa very minute insect, first ap- 
pearing on the under side of the leaves, and its ef- 
fects are quickly noticed by the browned or dead- 
ened appearance of the foliage. * Wash 
your plants frequently and thoroughly with water 
and the spider will soon disappear. 

These simple directions, if strictly observed, will, 
I think, produce very satisfactory resulta, and aid 
us materially in our efforts to overcome the de- 
structive pests that are ever warring against our 
dearest floral idols; at least I shall feel myself 
abundantly repaid for the small labor of merely 
transcribing these recipes to know that it shall 
have assisted even one of you in bring toa higher 
perfection that princess of Flora's dominions, the 
reigning monarch in the roseate realm of imperial 


June. 

While speaking of roses, I wish to commend to 
those who do not already possess them two kinds 
which I prize above all others of the thirty varieties 
1 am now cultivating. I mean the verdifiora or 
green rose, and the Madame Lawrence, or button 
rose.

A METEORIC STONE. 

In a note from Paris, III., to the St. Louis Ne- 
publican, Prof. John H. Tice writes: ‘*I met 
here to-day my old friend Prof. John Collett, of 
Newport, Ind., connected with the geolozical sur- 
vey of that State.

His letter to Secretary Sherman. apropos of the 
New York Custom-House ‘investigation, proves 
him a man of his word. Within the brief space of 
a dozen lines it compresses the whole gospel of 
Civil-Service reform. The collection of the reve- 
noes should be conducted on a business basis, 
party leaders having nothing more to do with ap- 
pointments than anybody else; no assess 
ments for political purposes should be al- 
lowed: no useless ofiice-holder should be re- 
tained; no officer should be permitted to manage 
caucuses, pack conventions, or run campaigns, —in 
these rules are the vital principles of a genuine 
and sweeping reform. In directing the practical 
application of these principles to our present sys- 
tem President Hayes takes a step that marks an 
epoch. In the last Presidential campaign, the Ne- 
publican insisted, as the event has proved, that the 
Southern problem must be solved in practically 
the same way to whichever candidate it fell. and 
that the paramount question was their respective 
capacity fordealing with the Civil Service. We 
believed that Mr. Hayes was the better fitted for 
this great work, and supported himinthe confi- 
dence that he meant what he said in hie letter 
about it. That confidence is already amply vindi- 
cated.— Springfield ( Mass.) Republican (Ind.).

resent box is as deep as it ought to be. It 1d 
Se made larger around, but for this season it could 
not be done because packages are made, and 
the fruit is being picked, or just ready to pick. 
Some say the present box is a cheat because the 
bottom is set up. This is one of the essentials. 
It keepa che bottom of the top box in the case off 
the fruit in the under box, and gives it air, - two 
things fruit must have to transport well. 
Every man that buys a box of berries can see 
ust what he ere There is no deception in that. 
here ig one thing that should be stopped. But 
there are a class of men who buy fruit and repack 
it, —often selling by the single box cheaper than I 
can buy by the hundred cases. They will raise the 
bottom of the box to the centre, or above it so 
that one box of straight berries will make nearly or 
quite two of their boxes, often putting poor fruit 
under the top 8 This is done to deceive. The 
bad fruit is easily detected, but the shallow box 
the buyer does not look for. They buy peaches 
and all other kinds of fruit in large packages, and 
ck over in small, facing them very nicely. ere 
s ne doubt but a law making berry-boxes of uni- 
form size containing so many cubic inches is right, 
roviding for half boxes for any tender fruit. 
ere is no doubt but all box-makers and fruit- 
rowers would cheerfully accede to it. 
re certainly should. be a law expressly 
stipulating that all baskets containing peaches 
— other fruits of that class should not hold less 
than a peck, because that makes a reasonable 
package or family use, and would not interfere 
with s ipping, and there is 2 of time to pro- 
vide suc 122 before crop can come in. 
Southern Llinois growers k in boxes almost en 
tirely, and we must give them credit for doing less 
cheating in their package than any other Western 
growers. They keep them uniform in size, holding 
one-third of a bushel. Only once in a while do 
you find a man there impregnated with the 
Michigan spirit.“ The packages (baskets) used 
N. most of the Michigan growers are shamefal. 
very ear they grow smaller, until 
now you don't know but you may have one peach 
under the top layer, but feel a little doubtful. 
Each basket-factory vies with the other to make 
the smallest basket look the largest, and the one 
that can get the largest top with the smallest bot- 
tom sells the most baskets - far. All of this 
should be stopped short. The size should be made 
uniform, and the man that cuts“ his basket or 
„sets up” his fruit should have it confiscated by 
duly-appointed inspectors. Every honest grower 
would say amento it. The prowess that can make 
a peck of peaches fill two skets laughs at his 
neighbor who uses an honest peck basket. which 
has a-tendency to make the latter ‘*‘ discouraged.” 
One thing more: There is not a commission 
man on South Water street that I know of (and I 
buy enough to know them all pretty well) that re- 
cke, ‘‘scts up, or does anything to make his 
Fruit sell foranything different than what it ap- 
appears to be when he receives it. These men 
never retail fruit when they can help 17 preferring 
always to sell it to the dealers, and if men with 
no knowledge of fruit wouid buy for family con- 
samption of their grocers, not coming on to South 
Water street to save alittie, the scalpers would 
soon be driven out of business, and the commis- 
sion men would not have to suffer for their mis-

led off with a subscription of $50,000, and in spite 
of the terrible pressure under which the East at 
t rests, the different Conferences had actual- 
y raised much more than they did last year. Now 
it was the turn of the West, and it was hoped that 
this section would nobly respond. So far none of 
the notes issued by the Mission Board had gone to 
protest, and the Board hoped that none ever would 
do so.

No further reduction in the num- 
ber of missionaries employed was possible, and an 
energetic effort was the only alternative. 
BISHOP HARRIS 
had no further 898 to offer, and thought 
there was nothing do but face the facts. he 
Miseion Board always carefully looked over their 
list and struck out all missions where there seemed 
to be an absence of pressure. The Board was the 
almoner of the Church, and had always endeavored 
to follow the wishes of its members. During the 
past five years they had gotten into debt at the rate 
of $50, a year, which debt must be met, or the 
work be stopped. Even to curtail the work would 
not meet the difficulty, for if a retreat were 
beaten to-morrow it would cost as much 
to — the — 1 2 missionaries home 
as it would to keep them in the fleld for another 
ear.

_ BISHOP PECK, 
of San Francisco, believed that the people under- 
stood the crisis through which the mission work 
was passing.
